My copies give you the full story. The 
film and the name are perforated together 
(see Figure 2), probably to avoid mix-ups 
in films from different customers. If you 
send your filmto a Kodak laboratory and use 
their bags for it, your name and address 
will appear on one side andthe stamp on the 
other, and so the stamp may be perforated in 
the process. The perforating machines seem 
to be the same type all over the world. The 
bags are probably also the same. You have 
English text "name and address" and several 
languages on "stamp side." Those on my list 
which are additional to Brandt's list are 
Jamaica, Fiji and Sweden.
